York Tenement House. 


Nine of the Inmates Smothered or 
Burned to Death. 


Timely Discovery of the Fire by Two Police- 
men Prevents a Terrible Holocaust— 
Sixty Lives in Danger—Rescue of all the 
Inmates But Nine by the Firemen—Ori- 
gin of the Fire—A Restaurant Keeper 
Under Arrest Charged With Arson to Ob- 
tain a Small Amount of Insurance—

gy EW YORK, Au- 
gust 19.—Karlythis 
morning a fre 
broke out in the 
kitchen of the res- 
taurant on the 
store floor of the 
big five-story ten- 
ement at 305 Sev- 
enth avenue? Nine 
of the sixty odd 
— occupants of the 

house lost their 
lives, and it is a great wonder that more did 
not perish. The building was occupied by 
thirteen families, who have been made tem- 
porarily homeless by the fire. The flames did 
not do very much dawage in the various de- 
apartments, but burned out their strength in 
the hallways. The pecuniary loss will not 
amount to more than $10,000. The fire origi- 
nated in the rear of John Snyder’s restaurant 
at an hour when all the people in the house 
were sleeping soundly. Just how the fire 
started is as yet a mystery, butas the restau- 
rant’s cook is missing, it is fair to presume 
that an accident occurred while he was mak- 
ing thd fire in the big range. The awful speed 
with which the flames swept up through the 
building suggest the use of kerosene 

BY THE CARELESS COOK. 

The door leading from the kitchen to the 
hallway was found open and the great volume 
of flames rolled out into the passage and 
swept up the stairway so rapidly that families 
living on the first floor must inevitably 
have perished without even so much as a 
warning, but it so happened that the 
rooms directly over the restaurant were un- 
occupied on account of the heat which seemed 
to sift through the flooring from the mammoth 
range underneath. Less than halt a block 
away, on thecorner of Twenty-eighth street 
and the avenue, stood Policemen Warner and 
McCullagh of the Thirtieth Street Station. 
They received a warning from a cry of pain 
which came from the building, and looking in 
the direction whence it came, saw a wali of 
fire beating against the front windows of the 
restaurant. By the time a realizing sense of 
what the trouble was broke over them a 
forked tongue of flare shot out from the 
roof and 

LIGHTED UP THE NEIGHBORHOOD. 

With their clubs the two officers beat in the 
front door, but aspiteful blaze shot out and 
warned them back. They tried the next door 
and in that way found an entrance. There 
was no sign of life in the building and the of- 
fieers hurried from one door to another to 
arouse the inmates. Murmurings at first were 
heard, then a buzz of many voices, which 
finally changed into a wail of terror and 
agony from men, women and children, strug- 
gling for their lives in the death trap. Fire 
escapes leading from the burning building to 
the, as yet, untouched tenement next were 
soon filled up with half naked people, frantic 
to reach the street. 

In the meantime the fire department had ar- 
rived and had begun work onthe flames and 
were assisting in rescuing the frightened in- 
mates. The flames were extinguished easily 
enough by the firemen, and the people on the 
fire-escapes were all landed safely. Not one 
person escaped down the stairway, and the 
names of the few who tried it are found in the 
list of the dead printed below. The search 
for the dead was begun as soon as possible. 
The first body found wasthatof old William 


Glennon. The remains were discovered 
by the side of the bed in 
his room on the second floor. He 


had risen to fly with his sons, but his old legs 
were not nimble enough and he perished. 
The boys were taken to the hospital. They 
were badly burned on the feet, caused by 
walking on the hotiron bars ofthe fire escape. 
In the rooms of the Wells family was a sight 
which can not easily be forgotten. In the 
middie of the floor knelt the mother, Mary 
Wells, and in her dead embrace were her 
children, Jane and Thomas. They had been 
smothered, mercifally enough, and not a 
burn or blister defaced the pallor of their 
countenances. The nine dead bodies were 
placed in ambulances and taken to the Thir- 
tieth Street Station, and later Coroner Hanley 
gave permits to friends who claimed the re- 


mains.

Snyder, the keeper of the restaurant in 
which the fire broke out, bas been arrested on 
suspicion of being responsible for its origin.

Jack Haines, a Centenarian With a History, 
Joins the Methodist Church. 


Among those who went torward tothe altar 
in Centenary Methodist Church, on Sixteenth 
and Pine streets, last night, to announce their 
conversion, was a gray-hbuired old man, who 
did not appear to be particularly feeble con- 
sidering his aged appea: ance. 

‘*This man, said Dr. Matthews aloud to 
the immense congregation, which had as- 
1 in honor of his return, ‘‘is 102 years 
old. 
This statement, as may be imagined, cre- 
ated a flutter of excitement. Everybody was 
anxious to see the individual who had lived 
for over a century, and their curiosity was so 
great that numbers stood up aud leaned over 
the ws. 

When the services were over the céntenar- 
ian wus surrounded on every side and ques- 
tions fired at him from allsides. His name is 
William J. Haines, but he has always been 
known, he said, as Jack! Haines. He talked 
intelligently and with much fluency and de- 
lighted his listeners with reminiscences of 


his life. He had no authenticated rec- 
ord of his birth, he sald, but 
knew bis age perfectly well, and 


would be 102 years on next Christwas Day. 
His conversion was brought about by Mrs. 
Flint, the lady with whom he and his wife 
board, at 1320 Pine street. She isa member of 


Centenary Church, and has long 
been anxious to get Mr. Haines 
to join. Yesterday Dr. Matthews 


was at her house to baptize several babies and 
she brought Mr. Haines down to the parior to 
dee him. The pastor of Centenary became 
very much interested in the old man and 


asked him to visit the church last 
night. He promised to do so and fulfilled his 
pledge. When he had heard Dr. Matthews 


preach he expressed a desire to join the 
church, and went forward tothe altar with 
the rest of the converts.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 19.—It Ie learned 
from what is considered reliable authority 
that within the next two days there will be a 
large number of changes in the Treasury De- 
partment, and that among the appointments 
will be a Chief of the Bureau of Statistics. 
Other selections have been made, it is said, 
for the more important places under the First 
Comptroller. It is stated that it is the policy 
of the Secretary to retain trusted chiefs cof 
divisions who have become acquainted and 
skilled in their duties, after years of training, 
and this action will be generally approved of 
here. Among the many, however, there are 
some changes necessary. 

Representative John T. Head of Missouri 
has taken up his residence on New Jersey ave- 
nue, where he formerly resided during the 
last session of Congress. 


The New Cruisers, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 19.—The board 
of which Commodore Walker is president, to 
witness the trials of the new cruisers over a 
measured mile in Narragansett Bay, has so 


far not been flattering in success, Only two 
of the vessels have been sent over the course 
—the Boston and Atlanta—and each has been 
disabled. The damage to the Boston has 
proven to be more serious than at first 
anticipated, and it will take at least 
four weeks before the vessel will be 
entirely serviceable. Whether the accident 
was Of was not due to the ignorance of Capt. 
O Kane 4 the locality of this par- 
ticular rock, Can only be determined by the 
verdict of the Court of laquiry, which will 
reach here to-day. The machinery of the 
Atlanta was so badly damaged and her supply 
of coal ran so short that it was rendered 
necessary for the ship to proceed to New 


York. The question naturally suggests 
itself, what possible good can accrue 
by sending these ships on this par- 
ticular duty. The Boston, Chicago 


and Atlanta were contracted for years ago, 
and were accepted by the Navy Department 
after a trial of horse power and speed, certi- 
fied by a board appointed for that purpose. 
The Chicago, the remaining cruiser, has been 
building seven years and three years of the 
t me have been spent at the navy yard, New 
York. The ship is in commission, it is true, 
but her only duty was to participate in the 
naval parade on the occasion of the centen- 
nial in New York last April. It will 
be the turn of the Chicago to go 
through the process of turning, speedng 
and backing over the course next week and in 
view of the disasters to the Boston and 
Atlanta there are many in navy circles who 
secretiy hope that the orders for the ship to 
proceed to Newport will be countermanded, 
The Yorktown, the only one of the new 
cruisers completed within the last three years, 
will follow the Chicago. While it is always 
desirable to havea warshiptested in every 


possible way, it is becoming more 
and more apparent that the tests 
at Newport amount to nothing and 


have resulted in the crippling of two of the 
finest vessels inthe navy. In every case the 
requirements of the contracts were complied 
with, and as a matter of history they exceed- 
ed them. Instead of — n them hanging 
around navy yards it would de weill to order 
them to jon some station. The European, 
Pacific aud Asiatic Stations are without flag- 
ships, and it would seem the better policy to 
send the new vessels to sea rather than have 
them destroyed by bumping on rocks, which 
line Newport Harbor and of which nobody 
seems to be aware. 


Politicians Growling.

One of them said when 
he heard the news: ‘‘The only thing left for 
us is to apply for places as cleaners of cuspi- 
dors, and when we get them we may reason- 
ably hope to climb up the ladder as far 
as watchmen before the Administration 
changes. 

It is believed that the President has virtually 
sanctioned the change in the rules and that it 
will de formally announced from Deer Park 
this week.

It will probably be remembered that 
during the agitation which the awards for 
heating and ventilating produced that some- 
thing was published in the Post-Dispaton 
about the furnaces for the Shaw School hay- 
ing arrived in East St. Louis. It was even 
rumored at the time thatthe furnaces for all 
the schools had been sent by Fuller & Warren 
from Chicago before they had been 


awarded the contracts. This proved, how- 
ever, to be untrue. The only furnaces which 
had arrived were those intended for the Shaw 
School, and they had been ordered by the 
board at a previous n.eeting to that at which 
the contracts for heating a number ofthe 
other schools were let. ‘Engineer Lee was 
notified that the furnaces had arrived and 
sent word to the transfer company to 
have them taken out to the Shaw 
School building. He was notified Saturday 
that this had been one, and went out to the 
Shaw School to superintend the putting in of 
the new heating and ventilating apparatus 
together. When he got there he discovered 
that tne castings were not those which had 
been ordered by the board. Investigation 
showed that they were intended for the new 
schools in East St. Louis. The Shaw School 
furnaces, however, are in East St. Louis, and 
will be put up this week.

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LORENZ FISCHER OF CARONDELET ONE OF 
THE HEIRS TO A BIG ESTATE. 


Fifty Millions Awaiting Distribution to the 
Proper Heirs at Wurtemberg, Germany— 
Four Claimants in Thie Country Whe 
will e a Strong Fight for the Estate— 
The Story of the Claim. 


Lorenz Fischer, a young boller- maker, who 
resides with bis wife and two children at No. 
8426 Water street, learned recently from a 
brother residing in Elizabeth, N. J., that a 
grandfather had died in Wurtemberg. Ger- 
many, leaving quite an estate, figuring away 
up inthe millions. A Post-DIsPATCH repre- 
sentative called at the residence of Mr. 
Fischer this morning, but as that gentleman 
had left early in the morning for his place of 
business, Mrs. Fischer told the story. 
Mrs. Fischer said: I am not fully acquainted 
with the affair, but whatIdo know ia this. 
My husband’s grandfather, George Fischer, 
came to this ecuntry from Germany in 1847 
with one of his sons, Simon. Simon went to 
Sacramento, Cal., and worked in the gold 
mines. He met with good luck and ina few

years returned to Germany a rich man. 
Ke put nearly all his money into real estate 
there and in a few years more than doubled 
his wealth Inthe meantime George Fischer 
purchased sonie property in Michigan, the 
exact location being unknown to us at pres- 
ent. The old gentleman accumulated much 
wealth and, leaving his estate in Micbigan in 
good hands, left for his old hpme in Germany 
fora visit. When he arrived home he found 
his wife was dead, and not caring to 


live with his relatives, returned acain to this 
country, remaining here until 1887, when he 
died atthe age of 98 years. It was thought at 
the time thatthe old man had no relatives or 
friends in this couatry, and when he died his 
body was sent to Wurtemberg for burial. 
Two months prior to the death of grandfather, 
Simon died, leaving everything to grand- 
father. Grandfather's will, of course, was to 
his children, but they were in parte unknown. 
It was found out that his children were dead, 
The only heirs tothe estate are three grand- 
sons and one granddaughter. The first inti- 
mation we had of being heirs was from Jo- 
seph Fischer, who resides in New Jersey. He 
is a brother to Lorenz. The estate is said to 
be worth $50,000,000 We have heard 
recently that quite a number of people resid- 
ing in and around Wurtemberg have tried to 
obtain the money by passing themselves off as 
heirs Both Loreng and Joseph are workin 
hard to obtain the property, and papers o 
identification have been forwarded to Berlin 
and the officials of Wurtemberg.’’ 

Mrs. Fischer feels confident that her 
husband will get his share of 
the estate . without much trouble. 
Joseph Fischer has written to, his sister, who 
resides in Newark, N. J., about her share of 
the estate. John Fischer, a brother of Lorenz, 
is somewhere in this country, but the brothers 
do not know where he ig at present. Lorenz 
Fischer is a prominent young man in the 
southern section of the city and is 
well known in labor organizations. 
He is a boiler-maker, and is now employed in 
the Missouri Pacific Railway shops. He came 
to this country with his parents in 1854, when 
but 8 years of age, and settled with them in 
Bloomington, III. At an early age his parents 
died, leaying three littie boys and a girl, who 
are now tue only heirsto the immense for- 
tune. From Bloomington Fischer moved to 
Carondelet, where he ‘has lived for the past 
fifteen years. Mr. Fischer has an idea that 
the distant relatives to his grandfather, who 
reside in Germany, will do all in their power 
to keep him, as well as his brothers, from 
seeing a cent of the fortune. If such is the 
case he and his brother will leave fo. Ger- 
many at once. 


DIED AT DENVER. 


Sudden Demise of J. W. Reilly of the Mobile 
& Ohio Last Night. 


Information was received this morning of 
the death near Denver of John W. Reilly, 
Contracting Freight Agent of the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad. Mr. Reilly was a young man, 
87 years of age, and one of the best-known 
agents inthe freight business in the West. 
He began his railroad career twenty-two years 
ago, and has for twenty years been with the 


St. Louis & Southeastern, the Cairo 
Short Line and the Mobile & Obio. 
He has been very active since his first 
appointment up to about two years o, but 
though he has filled bis position since t en,up 
to about three weeks ago he has been ill con- 
stantly, and only determination carried bim 
through.

A SIGN OF PROSPERITY. 


GREAT INCREASE IN THE AMOUNT OF LIFE 
INSURANCE IN MISSOURL 


Facts Observed by an Agent in the South- 
west — Middle-Aged Missouri Farmers 
Taking Out Thousands of Policies—In- 
crease in the Average Amount—Compari- 
son with Other States. 


For the last seven years I have been con- 
nected with life insurance companies asa 


traveling agent.“ said Thomas 8. Os- 
borne of Hartford, Conn., who 
is at the Southern, ‘‘and have 


been engaged in canvassing Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Texas, Eastern and Southern Kansas and 
Western Iowa during a considerable propor- 
tion ot that time. From my experfeficeI have 


no hesitation is saying that the 
number of policies taken out dy 
a given population is the very 


best indication that can be obtained as to the 
prosperity of the community in question. I 
do not mean the aggregate amounts, but the 
absolute number. In many cases that have 
come to my knowledge, a high amount 
of insurance is not a sign of prosperity 
but of the reverse. In the East 
especially, the habit of securing debts by 
life insurance is rapidly increasing. Hun- 
dreds of men quadruple or quintuple the 
amount of their policies as a sort ot collateral 
security. This is evidenced by the fact that 
there never were so many policies taken out 
im the name of those whose only insurable in- 
terest in life was based on debt as 


— 4 the last two years. When a man inthe 
New England States becomes insolvent and 
afterwards continues business it is almost in- 
variably the case that he takes out a lile poli- 
cy in favor of one of his creditors, the latter 
seeing that the premiums are paid. This can- 
not be considered an indication of prosperity 
but it largely swells the number and still more 
largely the amount of the insured. 
INSURANCE IN MISSOURI. 

Here in tne West there is very little of this 
done, and if afew large cities are left out of 
the calculation, this element may be entirely 
disregarded. The returns made from all the 
agencies with which have anything to do 
show most remarkable increase in the num 
ber of men taking out insurance, and I learn 
from other quarters that all companies are 
having the same experience. This is the 
case in the cities and towns, but still more 
markedly in the farming districts. To judge 
by my returns, which are an almost infailible 
guide, the increase in general prosperity 
among the Missouri farmers exceeds that of 
almost any other State in the Union, 
in fact I do not belieye that it canbe equaled. 
A most noticeable feature, and one proving 
beyond a doubt that the agriculturists have 
more money at command than they ever had 
before, is the number of comparatively oid 
men who take out policies. It is only natural 
that ina rapidly growing State the younger 
men who insure their lives should increase 
every year. 

A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 

But where you see men from 45 to 60 years 
of age, who bave for a long period lived in the 
same place, providing for their families in 
this manner, itis an infalllble sign that they 
feel able to bear an expense which they never 
n felt equal to incurring. 

have not made up my i. figures 
kor the year’s business yet, but 
know that during the last eight 
months I have written 20 per cent more poll- 
cles for men over45thanin the whole of any 
previous year, and if 1887 and 1888 are left out 
of tue calculation, the number so far written 
will exceed by 175 per cent that ot 
any entire year. The amounts of the indi- 
vidual policies are not large, but are increas- 
ing. In spite of the heavy premium which 
middle aged men are required to pay I should 
say that the average was between $3,500 
and $4,500, which is nearly double what 
It used to be. Thisincreased average is not 
due to a few men carrying very large 
amounts, as is generally the case in the East 
ern States, but to a general ability to 
pay higher premiums than the state 
of rural finances has hitherto justified. 
The instances in which men who have for 
yoars been carrying $1,500 and $2,000 insur- 
ances have doubled them are more numerous 
than they ever before were since I have known 
anything about the business, and allowing 
policies to lapse has been a thing practically 
unknown in the farming sections of Missouri 
during the last three years. Before that time 
it was common enough. Among young men 
it bas become very common to take out a 
twenty-year endowment policy purely as an 
investment, as they declare it easier to lay 
money by in this way than to put it in bank, 
where they can get their hands on it at any 
time. 

AN INTERESTING COMPARISON. 

Next to Missouri, Northern Texas shows 
the eatest increase in insurance among 
middle-aged men, and Arkansas comes third. 
Kansas carries an immense amount of in- 
surance, far more than Texas, and fully four 
times that of Arkansas, but the ratio of in- 
crease is by no means 80 great. Iowa is not 
carrying much more than it did 
two years ago, and in some quarters there 
has been an actual decrease, while many 

Olleies have been allowed to lapse. But 

issouri easily stande first, and the indica- 
tions are that the proportion in its favor will 
steadily increase.’

VIRGINIA’S DEMANDS. 

The Virginia demand for the abolition 
of taxes on tobacco and fruit brandies is 
simply a demand that the consumers of 
spirits and tobacco shall be exempt from 
about $50,000,000 of the taxes they now 
pay, and that this amount shall be added 
to the taxes now imposed on cofsumers of 
the plain necessaries of life. 

This demand is coupled with a petition 
for Federal school appropfiations which 
would use up all our present surplus, 
even if the increase of pensions and 
other expenditures did not threaten to ab- 
sorb all the receipts from existing taxes. 
Virginia, therefore, asks merely for a 
shifting of about $60,000,000 of our 
tax burden from evil habits of 
the many to the tools and raiment of 
the laboring poor. And the shifting of 
part will be almost certain to break up the 
whole internal revenue system, and to im- 
pose upon necessaries the entire tax of 
over $100,000,000 which that system now 
collects from tobacco and spirits. 

The plea that this change would save 
Virginia two millions anda half of tobacco 
taxes and a quarter of a million of taxes 
on spirits will catch only the votes of the 
stupid and ignorant. . Itis the consumers 
of Virginia’s products, not her producers 
or people, who pay those taxes. The 
share her chewers, smokers and drinkers 
now pay would hardly balance the in- 
creased taxes the whole State would have 
to pay on necessaries. 

The proposed abolition would give us an 
untaxed form of spirits, increasing the 
consumption thereof and cutting down 
the reyenue from taxed whisky, and Vir- 
ginia and the whole country would merely 
have to pay more for necessaries in order 
to get their tobacco and ‘‘drunks’’ a little 
cheaper. 

That the tobacco tax is not a burden to 
the industry is proved by the immense ex- 
pansion of that industry since the tax was 
imposed. Both in Virginia and Kentucky 
the production of tobacco has greatly in- 
creased its aggregate and its profits. 
Kentucky’s whisky crop has been far 
larger and more profitable to her since she 
has been paying $10,000,000 a year 
of taxes on it than it ever was when un- 
taxed. She knows that consumers all over 
the country pay that tax, as consumers 
all over the world pay the taxes on her 
tobacco. Shedoes not see any relief for 
her industries in the transfer of the inter- 
nal revenue burden from volunteer 
votaries of vice to the shoulders, already 
too heavily tax-laden, of poverty and 
toil. 


SERVED HIM BIGHT. 

A great deal of misplaced sympathy and 
unhealthy sentimentality are going to 
waste over ‘‘Slugger’’ SULLIVAN. 

His pleas that he did not intend to vio- 
late the laws of Mississippi and that he 
would have been accused of cowardice if 
he had not fought Knaam in Mississippi, 
are bosh. Every one knows that the bat- 
tle was fought in Mississippi, despite 
the warnings of the authorities and costly 
efforts to preventit. The prize fighters 
and their friends treated the law and 
authorities with contempt and thought 
that they had played a laughable and 
clever trick in deceiving the latter. The 
ridicule and discredit which they at- 
tempted to cast on the State authorities 
would be fully deserved if the authorities 
treated the fighters with distinguished 
consideration. They are entitled to far 
less consideration than the wretches 
whom ignorance, need or passion lead into 
crime.

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HOW THE FIVE DOOMED NEW YORK Mün- 
DERERS SPENT SUNDAY. | 


A Breakfast in Solitude—Attending Divine 
Services—-Walking Match With Deputy 
Sheriffs in the Tombs Quadrangle—Story 
ef Packenham, the Patriareh—Efforts to 
Secure a New Trial for Giblin.

_ New Yorn, August 19.—Everything in the 
shining of the sun and the shadowing of the 
clouds; everything in the breezes of the 
afternoon and of the evening that made yes- 
terday beautiful for those who stayed at home 
or went away for recreation, made the day 
beautiful, too, for five men fer whom it was 
the last Sunday on earth. These were the 
five murderers in the Tombs, the five men who 


have been wearing their death olothes since” 


lest Tuesday and who bythe Sheriff and by 
Hangman Joe Atkinson will die in hemp early 
next Friday morning on the gallows. The five 
men were up early in the morning. They 
breakfasted and dined and suppered at a 
small oblong table in a wire-inclosed cage ih 
the new prison, under the eyes of ten deputy 
sheriffs; they together heard the regular 
church services of the Catholic faith, with 
priests and Sisters of Mercy; separately they 
had prayers with the devout, black-garbed 
women; they walked up and down the corri- 
dor before their row of cells; they smoked and 
chatted and read and told their beads, and 
two of them had visitors. One thus favored 
was Packenham, whose daughter called upon 
him. The other was Giblin, whose wife came 
to give him comfort. But to the other three, 
Lewis, the negro; Carolin, the German, and 
Nolan, the tall, thin, young Irishman, neither 
friends nor relations came to speak a wofd of 
cheer. 

It was their walk out in the open air of the 
Tombs quadrangie that was the feature of 
these men’s last Sunday alive. It was in the 
afternoon, when the sun had gone down be- 
hind the Western wall of the prison, that 
Under Sheriff Sexton told the ten deputies to 
fetch the five murderers into the court-yard. 
It is adismal place. Few people ever get the 
chance to see it, fewer still the chance to walk 
around it. Only murderers and those who 
guard them ever walk around it for an hour at 
a time. The old prison building fills 
up most of the space within the walls, 
and it is around the four sides 
ofthis building that the court-yard reaches. 
Each of the four stretches is paved with 
rough evenly-laid granite blocks, such as are 
used inside streets. It was a pretty rough 
surface for the five murderers who walked 
there yesterday, but they enjoyed the walk 
and kept at it till long after 5 p. m., when they 

WENT WITHIN TO THEIR CELLS. 

It was a sort of walking match the men had 
in the court-yard and some of them jokingly 
called itthat. Round and round the big old 
prison they passed in files of three, five files 
in all. The murderer was the middle man in 
each file and those on either side of him were 
his sheriff guards. The murderer was the man 
to set the pace for his file and the 
deputies had to keep up with bim. 
Lewis, the negro, went the fastest. Time 


and again he and his two deputies overtook 
the others, and slanting to one side, marched 
on ahead, and made three laps around the 
courtyard to the others two. 

„Tell me why you do go so fast, Lewis?’’ 
said avisitor who had come to see Under 
Sheriff Sexton. 

„Oh, that’s my gait; I like to go fast, an- 
swered Lewis, looking back over his shoulder 
and r though he had as little time 
to waste as if he was a competitor in the six- 
day contest in Madison Square Garden. Caro- 
lin, the German, tramped around rather fast, 
too, and Nolan, the long-legged Irish youth, 
went about the same pace. Packenham and 
Giblin walkea more slowly. Sometimes the 
five files of three each would come round a 
corner of the building in close order,and then 
it looked as if they were a regular procession. 
But soon Lewis would break away and go to 
the front. Lewis did little 12 nee in a 
while he spoke to his guards, but for vyitors to 
the prisoners he had not a word. Nolan bad a 
similar policy of silence. Carolin was quite 
willing to speak out. He did not have much 
to say, exceptthat he knew he was indicted 
for murder. To-day there is to be some effort 
made for him by his lawyers. He says he is 
hopeful, butif the worst must come, he will 
be ready. Carolin studied architecture in 
Germany, but had a wandering disposition 
that led him to see the world. He worked asa 
eabinet-maker and ship’s-carpenter, and 
with money saved and wages earned at sea he 
satisfied his longing to look upon other lands. 
He ciaims that his present difficulty is the first 
he has ever been in, that he was never ar- 
resten before and never committed any of- 

ence. 

»The one wrong thing I did,“ he says, was 
to live with a woman who was not my wife. 
But I nad no other wife. I was 
willing and wanted to marry her and 
would have done so f she had not ob- 
jected. She said we were as good as married, 
and I supposed we were, for we were true to 
1 I did not kill her, she killed her- 
self, 

PACKENHAM, THE PATRIARCH. 

Packenham is the patriarch of the group of 
murderers. He is 62 years old, and he looks it. 
Perhaps he has been a bad man. but the lines 
ot evil did not show in his face yesterday af- 
ternoon as he stood on the rough stones of 
the Tombs yard and talked about himself. 
The old man bas won the sympathy of all his 
keepers, Hehas gray hair, and askin whit- 
ened by the confinement of months. It is not 
with bravado that he speaks, and, though he 
is calm, there is a twitching of the muscles 
about the mouth that tells of the strain he 
bears in these last hours. Drink, he says, was 
at the bottom of histrouble. Drink,and a mo- 
ment of imsane rage that drink itself 
caused. He remembers nothing of his crime. 
His wife and he had never had a serious quar- 
rel, and there was no motive for killing her.

UNJUST PUNISHMENT. 

Besides Under Sheriff Sexton and the re- 
porter, to whom the unhappy Giblin had been 
talking, there were near by a Deputy Sheriff 
and some of the prison keepers. There was 
not one of the group that had not some 
experience with hangings and with men 
about to be hanged. There was not 
one there who was inclined to doe 
unduly sympathetic, but somenow that 
conversation with the stripling, with scarcely 
the down of manhood upon his cheek, had an 
effect upon all who heard him tell this much 
of his story. Some said they thought death 
an unjust punishment, and all said that they 
felt very, very sorrow for him. Giblin did not 
hear all these things. He had turned aside 
from his iisteners and was looking up toward 
the roofs on Leonard street. Far up there, 
leaning over the wooden cornice, were women 
and children, some ten in all. That roof is 
the only spot near by from which one may 
look down in the Tombs yard. The 
women and children peered  straizht 
down upon the Sunda outing of the 
murderers. As Giblin looked up at the crowd 
away upon the roof bis eye rested for a mo- 
ment on that old foot-bridge between the two 
prison buildings, the little footway over whose 
— hangs a sign marked The Bridge of 

s.’’ 

As he resumed his place in the procession, 
and the men walked round and round, the 
doves,that from some loft near by come to the 
Tombs and perched upon its walls day after 
day, fluttered over the prison walls again and 
locked down as curiously almost upon the 
scene as did the women and children at the 
cornice of the building in Leonard Street. 

GIBLIN'S CASE IN COURT. 

Lawyer Howe was in Supreme Court cham- 
bers to-day before Judge Barrett, on an order 
to show cause why anew trialshould not be 
granted to Charies Giblin, the murderer of 
Madeline Goetz, on the ground of new evy!- 
dence. Giblin is one of the five men sentenced 
to be hanged on Friday. An attempt will be 
madeto show that Giblin did not own the 
weapon with wich the fatal shot was fired. 
The prisoner’s wife and child were in court. 
After a brief argument by the cousel and the 
Assistant District Attorney, the hearing was 
closed and decision reserved. 


Arrangements for the Execution. 


New York, August 19.—Hangman Joe At- 
kinson visited the Tombs prison this morning 
and had a brief conference with Warden Os- 
borne in relation to the arrangements for the 


execution of the five murderers on Friday. It 
is expected thatthe seaffoids will be erected 
on Wednesday. There will be two. Three 
men will be hanged on one and twoon the 
other. The attached weights will be 1,000 and 
760 pounds respectively.

“OLD GABRIEL.” 


An Indian at Monterey, Cal., Reported to 
Be 150 Years Old. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., August 19.—For several 
years there has been domiciled at the Mon- 
terey Hospital an Indian known by the name 
ot Old Gabriel. As to the exact day, month 
or year of his birth, proof is absent, but of the 
fact that he has passed the wonderful age of 
160 years there is a quantity of proof. Gabriel 
was borne in Tulare County, but during child- 


hood. removed to the town of Monterey. 
Father Junipero Serra arrived in Monterey in 
1770, and it is well authenticated that at 
that time Gabriel was a grandfather. The 
youngest age at which an Indian married 
was 15 years. It Gabriel followed 
the custom and married at that age, he would 
necessarily have been at least 32 or 33 years 
old to have been a grandfather at the time of 
Father Junipero’s landing there. Father Juni- 

ero taught Gabriel the art ef cutting and lay- 
ng stone, and at the time of the building of 
the first chapel,in the years 1771 and 1772, 
Gabriel assisted inthe construction of the 
walls. He became so expert at his trade that 
he managed and assisted in the construction of 
the San Antonio Mission in 1781. He was 
then married to his second wife. Gabriel still 
speaks * of the skili he ulred as a 
stone-cutter. atber Sorrentiai, the priest, 
and Bishop Amat reached Mon some 
time in the year 1845. The formersays that 
old Gabriel was then living with his sixth 
wife, and he was by many years the senior of 
allthe old inhabitants. He was then known 
by the same name, and was sad to be at that 
time over 110 years of age. A widely known 
old lady by the name of Castro, who died five 
8 ago at the age of ¥5, in weet to old 
jabriei’sage said that when a child she saw 
ola Gabriel end that at that time 
he had children several years older than she 
then was. Gabriel remained at Old Capitol 
untll a few years ago, when be removed to 
Salinas Valley, where he has been sojournin 
over since. Upto within two or three years 
he was a familiar figure on the streets of Sa- 
Inas City, but now he is rarely seen, as his 
trips from the hospital to the town are m- 
ing less uent. He has always been fond of 
striking colors, and for years wore a coat 
made of cloth representing all the colors of 
the rainbow,

THE INSURANCE RAISED, 


GRAIN SHIPPED BY BARGE MUST Pay ay 
INCREASED TARIFF. 


The Loss of a Bargeload of Wheat ang 
Another of Corn Puts Up the Kates_,, 
Accident That Will Embarrass the River 
Trade—Views of Grain and Insurance 
Men. 


The grain dealers who ship by the river 
were decidedly astonished this morning whey 
they learned that the rate of insurance on 
grain shipped by barge would be raised | cent 
on the dollar. A corresponding increase 
in the rate had taken place earlier in the 
month, and shippers were surprised and dis. 
gusted when they learned of the additional 
advance: Little groups were seen on the floor 
ofthe Merchants’ Exchange discussing the 
situation, and the universal opinion was that 
the increased tax would be a very heavy bur. 
den, and that it was questionable whether or 
not the traffic could stand it. 

A SHIPPER’S VIEWS. 

A call was made upon Seth W. Cobb, whois 
one of the largest shippersof grain in barges 
in thecity. It is true that the rate Las been 
increased 1 cent on the dollar,“ suid 
Mr. Cobb, and this makes the 
rate ofinsurance on wheat about 1% cents a 
bushel. I can tell you exactly the reason that 
this was done, It was becausewf the loss of 
two barges, One loaded with wheat and the 
other with corn. 
Charles Orthwein the corn. Both were inthe 
same tow and left St. Louis in good condition. 
When passing Goose Island, which is just be. 
low Cairo, on Friday nigut, the wheat barge 
struck a large snag, which rippeda hole in her 
bottom. She began to sink by the bows and the 
corn barge struck against her. This broke the 


planking, both barwes sunk, and their cargoes 
were a total loss. This ie the reason that the 
increase of rate was made. 

HARD ON GRAIN MEN. 

„do not fail to recognize the fact that navi. 
gation at the present stage of water is more 
dangerous than when the river is full. and 
will not criticise the insurance companies be- 
Onuse of their action in raising the rates. It 
may be perfectly jnstifiable. But Ido know 
that the trade will have, under the best con- 
ditions, great difficulty in bearing the burden, 
and taking matters as they are I do not ex. 
actly see how we can stand two 
increases in rates inthe same month. Last 
July, when the river was iow, the rate of in- 
surance was reduced, and now itis raised 
higher than it was before. It may be all 
right, but it is hard on the river traffic. Com- 
petition is very keen nowadays and an appar- 
ently small difference in the cost of shipment 
may change the whole course of business. If 
shipping by barge is heavy, the insurance 
companies would ina few weeks make up tiie 
entire loss incurred and stand in the same 
position as if no accident had occurred.’’ 

D. P. Grier, when addressed on the subject, 
said: ‘*‘lam notintimately acquaintea with 
the situation, but can say that the increase ip 
insurance rates is due entirely tothe loss of 
the two barges. It is a pretty heavy tax, and 
itmay well be thatthe barge shippers will 
have some difficuity in standing it.’’ 

REASONS FOR THE INCREASE. 

A gentleman connected witha firm doing a 
large marine insurance business said: It 
may seem a little hard to increase the rate on 
accountofa single loss, and that not of great 
magnitude, but we are doing bus! 
ness on a very close margin, 
and have to take everything into 
consideration. A full river means a safe 
river, and the danger of loss is greatly in- 
creased with every foot of fail. The reason is 
that snags are uncovered which in a full stage 
would be buried in the water to a depth which 
would render them harmiess; when the water 
falis, their ends are @xposed, and the risk 1s 
greatiy increased. A single accident not only 
means that a certain locality is dangerous, but 
also that snags will be ae their heads 
above water all along tne river. This of 
course immensely incréases the risk, and itis 
only right that the rate of insurance should be 
raised. During some seasons, as was the 
case last year, few snags show themselves, 
and we generally lower the rates in conse-. 
quence. But when it appears thatthe risk is 
reat, we have to put it up. Noone is more 
nterested in encouraging river shipments 
than the marine underwriters, and we try in 
every way to advance the interest of the barge 
lines. It should be considered that an in- 
creased rate in consequence of a loss is not to 
be viewed solely in connection with that loss, 
but that the dangers that the oceurrence of an 
accident gives warning are of an impelling 
course. As soon as the condition of the river 
justifies it, the rates will be lowered.’’

Means by Which a Lady May Keep Her Foot- 
gear in Good Condition,

A woman who understands the economy of 
dress will never buy a cheap pair of shoes. 


No poorer investment ean be made, for besides 
giving out in shorter time than a first-class 
article it will look shabby and worn long bo- 
fore it should doso. But any shoe, no matter 


how costly or well-shaned in the beginning, 


will Jose its freshness speedily if 


not properly cared for. This is 
especially applicable to those made 


of French kid, whieh every little bruise and 
touch turns purple. A rule observed by many 
women, and a good one it proves, too, is 


never to wear a street shoe in the house. 


It receives harder treatment, strange to sav, 


trom numerous inevitable collisions with ar- 
ticles of furniture than it would in double the 


amount of street wear. 
Another sensible custom is to reserve a pair 


of boots for wet- weather wear, leaving them 
to rest in a comfortable bag between times. 
Nothing telis against the beauty of footgear 
80 much as eee it wet, and even with rub- 
bers no amount o 

dampness from the skirts reaching the ankles. 
Shoes should be removed immediately on ar- 
riving at home, the dust and soil wiped away 
with a clean, soft rag, and then they should 
be piaced together in a separate poeket of the 
shoe- bat until wanted again. If this course is 
invariably pursued a considerabie saving of 
money, time and temper will be added to the 
Increased service derived trom even an infe- 
rior quality of leather.

Never wear ashoe unbuttoned if you care 


for its shapeliness, and never be satisfied 
when you do button it if all those littie nec- 
essaries are not in place. The wearing 
ofa shoe even once or twice with 3 pair or 
trio of buttoes gone from it tells on its appear- 
ance in the long run. Patent button-fasten- 
ers are unsatisfactory, for if the shoe draws 
even the least bit aboutthe anklesthe meta) 
clamps show, and even the most persistent 
system of biacking faillsto keep them from 
looking brassy. 


Asmall box ofround shoe buttons with a 


curved needle and lengths of coarse linen 
thread already cut should havea place inthe 
top drawer of every woman's dressing-case 
or chiffonier. Then tbe task of replacing a 
missing button simplifies itself wonderfully. 
On children’s shoes, particularly, the 
patent fastenings should never be used, 
for in their romps buttons, fasteners, 
leather and all are apt to disappear. A good 
plan to carry out regarding shoes for the little 
ones is to rub them well with castor oil before 
they are worn at all. This makes the leather 
pliable, fills up the pores and prevents it from 
cracking. For theig every-day shoes once in 
two weeks is not too often to oll them. At 
first the oil will give thema gray look, but 
after an hour or so is ‘passed the finish they 
show is nice and soft. 


If shoes get wet, smooth them into as good 


shape as possible and place them in a medium 
warm atmosphere to dry. This takes a longer 
time than if dried close to the fire, but they 
will be in much better condition when wanted. 
Leather hardened by drying too suddenly can 
be restored by the application of castor oil 
well rubbed in.

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A WELL-KNOWN MANAGER EXPLAINS SOME 
MYSTERIES OF THE STAGE. : 


What Life Back of the Curtains Is and 
Should Be—Formerly a Resort for Men 
About Towa, Bat New a Place for 
Business Only—The Benevolent Side of 
the Theater.

n American’ people 
| will apparentiy never 
outgrow its pet de- 
fusions about tha; 
part of the theater 
which is known as 
„behind the scenes. 
And these delusions 
are many. Some peo- 
ple, whose ideas are 
derived from reading 
old books, fancy that 
ö the concealed portions 
ofthe stage are filled 
up in regal splendor 
and crowded with the

Others, and these be- 
— long to that saneti- 
monious class to whom the theater is ana- 
thema maranatha, believe itto be an awful 
place where orgy and riot prevail unceas- 
ingly. Others again imagine thatit is a sort 
of home where there is any amount of eas 
and comfort. All of these opinions have 
some basis. Long ago actor and 
manager vied with each other in 
making behind the scenes a headquarters 
tor men about town. The practice is extinct 
n all first-class American and English places 
of amusement, but prevalls toa great extent 
upon the Continent and especially in France. 
In many variety-houses, particularily those 
where the income from selling beer, whisky 
and cigars is larger than that from admis- 
sions, it still exists. Beyond this are those 
establishments, which though styled the- 
aters, are nothing more or less than drinking 
saloons in which the performers are bartend- 
ers, waiters or advertising agents for the 
management. These are an inault to the pro- 
tesslon and should in every well regulated 
mind be prohibited by law. 

AMONG FIRST-CLASS HOUSES 

there is very little difference in the manage- 
ment ofthe stage and the conduct of players 
and theatrical employes. One rule is now 
universally followed and it is that theatey 
keeping is a business to be run upon purely 
business principles, 

There is a great difference, however, in 
manners, depending partly upon the per- 
formers, but chiefly upon the manager. 
Where the latter is a gentleman and a 
strict disciplinarian the behavior of the 
people behind the scenes will be marked 
by perfect order and courtesy. Where on 
the other hand he is vulgar, noisy or profane 
his subordinates improve upon the example 
set them, and but too often convert their 
house into a worthy rival of Billingsgate. No 
better illustration of the one type can be 
feund than in such housesas Daly’s, Palmer’s 
and Frohman’s, where the average breeding 
is equhl to that in any parior of the metropo- 
lis. So marked is this characteristic that such 
places are practically schools of good manners 


where the unpolished country girl and the 
half-bred city youth are rapidly edu- 
cated into the lady and the gen- 
tleman, Three actresses of the highest 
standing, who have been members of my com- 
pany and are models of deportment and social 
trace, began their careergupon the boards 
witnout ever haying worn a train dress or 
having seenaset dinner. This element of 
fine manners has high pecyniary value. Peo- 
ple must see good breeding inthe plays they 
witness. For this reason every thoughtful 
manayer insists that his stage director, his 
orchestra leader, his doorkeeper and his 
call boys shall employ the same urbanity 
when on duty that he does bimself, 
DISCIPLINE 

behind the seenes approaches that of military 
life. In the Union Square Theater the system 
is very simple, but is carried out with the strict- 
est precision. In the first place no outsider is 
allowed behind the scenes, Besides being in 
the way at critical moments they disturb the 
attention of the 28223 and so to a slight ex- 
tent injare the finish of the play. 

In the second place, every one employed 
must be at his post. The fireman has his 
place to stand in and his route to cover. The 
scene shifters must be on hand and do their 
work atthe very second. The gas engineer 
must be at his switeh-board fore 
the house opens and remain there 
until the audience has gone home. The 
actors and actresses must be in their 
rooms dressed and ready to go on before the 
curtain rises. They are summoned with an 
electrical call bell by the prompter. When 
their seene is over or when the curtain falls 
upon an act they return to their rooms until 
again summoned. Upon this basis it is easily 
seen that there can be no crowding at the side 
entrances and none of the conversation and 
fooling which was once so common among 
players and stage hands. So far has this ten- 
dency gone that many managers have en- 
joined the handling of baskets of flowers and 
other floral tributes over tle footlights to the 
stage and compel the givers tosend them 
around to the stage door for delivery. 

The result of this discipline ise not only the 
better ucting and setting of plays, but alsoa 
considerable saving in time and trouble. The 
between acts are shorter, the movement of 
the drama is quicker and brisker and the 

robability of accident or mistake greatiy 
essened. Taken altogether, the profession 
press this order of things to that which 
ormerly obtained, when

dues, which will not be large. Then the men 
are all to be classified according to their per- 
formances. There will be first, second, third 
and probably fourth class men, and the men 
in each class will row against each other. 
Iwo regattas will be given each year by the 
association, which now seems to be an as- 
sured fact, one in the spring and one in the 
fall. The spring regatta will be held some- 
where inthe East on Decoration Day, and the 
fall regatta will be held in the West some time 
in September. After the spring regatta the 
association will travel about the country as 
a combination and give races at different 
points, gradually working their way to 
where the fall regatta is to beheld. At the 
conclusion of the fall regatta they will proba- 
bly go to California, where they can race all 
winter. There will be single, double and four- 
oared races. The single races will probably 
all be one-quarter mile straightaway, the dou- 
bles half a mile with a turn, and the four- 
oared races one mile with one or more turns. 
There will be no races at a greater distance 
than a mile. The regattas in the spring and 
fall will decide the championship, and the 


other races will be merely exhibitions, but 
will be on their merits. 

I have already spoken to Hanlon, Hamm, 
Gaudaur; Kennedy and Murphy of my 
scheme,’’ remarked Mr. St. John, ‘‘and they 
alllook favorably upon it. We will hold a 
meeting in Boston probably next month, when 
I go East, to perfect an organization. There 
is no question about the formation of the asso- 
ciation. Itis bound to go through. The fact 
is, professional rowing hasrun down so that 
all the oarsmen realize the necessity of doing 
something to revive it. We expect to be in 
shape to hold our first regatta on Decoration 
Day. 
not being on their merits, we will probably 
have rules excluding from our association 
any one who has been guilty of any crooked- 
ness. I shall insist on the races being at short 
distances. That has always been a hobby of | 
mine, andI want to see it given atrial. In my 
opinion one thing that has prevented rowing | 
becoming more popular is the fact that people | 
only see asmall portion of the races as they 
are pulled at present. Make them at distances 
where they can view them all the way, and I 
think they will strike the popular 
fancy. The tendency has long been, 
to shorten the distance of boat- 
races. Thetime was when they * men 
had to row ten miles to assert their ability as 
oarsmen, but they have been gradually 
cutting down the distance. A quarter of a 
mile race may be rowed so fast that it will 
test any man’s staying qualities. It will take 
a man as long to row a quarter of a mile as it 
does a horse to run a mile, so that the races 
will be plenty long. At these short distances 
I propose, we could hold a half dozen races, 
giving three hours’ sport. This would be 
much better tha one single race where the 
men cannot be seen over half 
the time they are rowing. Be- 
sides we can find excellent courses for 
s hort distance races moat everywhere, where- 
as there are only a few courses where long 
races can be pulled. We expect a handsome 
income from our regattas, and aportion of 
the amount will be paid in prizes, the money 
21 according to hob the men n- 
ish. We will have a car constructed especially 
for carrying boats and inthis way can ship a 
whole carload of boats almost as cheaply as 
wenow canone. It may be that we will have 
to construct sectional boats of there pieces, 
such as are used in France. There they have 
a front, middie and rear section to 
the boats, and they all join to- 
gether. Very likely we will have 
our boats made uniform and have them built 
expressiy fur us. Sectional boats are a trifle 
slower than others, but if the oarsmen all use 
them they will be as fair for one as for the 
other. We will have a regular advance agent 
to precede us wherever we exhibit, and no 
doubt the various cities will offer us special 
prizes. Then we will receive our sbare of thé 
railroad receipts to the races, and I think the 
enterprise will be a financial suecess. At any 
rate it is better for these men to be employed 
steadily the year around at $ a day than to 
make the same amount of money a year, but 
only row arace or two and remain idle the 
balance of their time. I think they will all 
earn enough to make their share more than 
they are now making.’’

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JERRY FLOYD’S BAD LUCK. 


Worsted in a Horse Deal and Prosecuted for 
Working the Beast. 


N. T. Williams of the Ladies’ Humane So- 
ciety prosecuted Jerry Floyd in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court this morning and Judge 
Cady fined the defendant 320 for cruelty to an- 
imais. Floyd is a burly colored man who 
makes his living by hauling ashes. On August 
10 Officer Williams found the prisoner in an 
alley on Twelfth street near Olive driving a 


broken down, dilapidated horse. The animal 
was so poor that every rib in his heaving sides 
protruded in a manner painfully suggestive 
of starvation. Both sides and shoulders were 
badly galled. Officer Williams ordered the 
man to take the horse home, but he refused, 
and boasted that he would drive him till he 
dies and then get a better one. This was 
more than Mr. Williams could stand. He 
placed Floyd under arrest and ordered him to 
drive to the Four Courts. The negro refused 
to obey the order, and tried to escape by 
whipping up his jaded beast. 

It seems that Floyd obtained the animal in a 
trade and ie too poor to buy another. The de- 
fendant did not establish this fact on the

the circumstances connected with the trade, 
afterwards suid: 

Floyq is an honest, hard- working old man, 
and makes his living by hauling ashes. For

which served his purpose very well. Not long 
ago, however, some horse-traders got hold 
0 the old man and sounded bim. 
They offered to trade him a _ fine, 
fat looking animal and give him asmall amount 
of money to boot. Old Jerry accepted the 
offer and the trade was made. Before a week 
had passed the fine (?) animal which Jerry 
had obtain began to grow thin, and in a 
month he looked like a scarecrow. The 
horse-traders had ‘blown’ the animal, using 
a method by which the skin is so puffed out 
that the beast appears to a good advantage.

Sons, Brothers and Brothers-in- Law of Rail- 
road Commissioners and Relatives of 
Politicians Selected to Grade the Wheat 
of the State—A Political Asylum—What 
the Grain Receivers Say of the Appoint- 
ments. 


Heedless of the protests of the grain re- 
ceivers, of the Merchants’ Exchange and with 
a charming disregard for the proprieties 
of his office, Jasper N. Burks, 
the recently appointed State Grain 
Inspector, has carried out his threat to 
‘‘anpoint only Democrats“ to positions under 
him. Ip so doing he is at least consistent 
with his declaration to place the office on a 
strictly political basis. 

Ofthe twenty-nine Democrats whom Mr. 
Burks is stated to have selected to establish 
the grades of grain for this market, two are 
known to be competent men. The others

little game until such time as it bec: ines ev- 
dent thatthe politicians whom he has ap- 
pointed are unable to perform the dutics 
which will be intrusted to them. The dis- 
position among the men most interested 
seems to be in favor of giving Burks’ non- 
descripts a chance and holding the Chief 
Grain Inspector responsible. 

„Of course we can’t do anything, said 
Phil Schirmer. ‘‘If these men are capable of 
doing the work required of them, why all well 
and good, we have nothing to sny; but! tell 
you, ifthe contrary should prove to be true, 
this market will de a heavy loser.
